M. Gerard Commissioner General
of France ,at the World’s Fair held in
St. lLouls last year, after inspecting
the Bitulithic pavement of Lindell
Iloulevard in that eity, sald:

*“It is the best paved street 1 have
ever seen and wonld be a cradit (o
Paris, or any other city.” This is
praise indeed, ecoming from so high
an authority, and particularly from
the faect that Paris, as is well known,
has the finest streets in the world.

The adopticn of the Bitulithie pava-
ment by St. Leuis, in which cver
t renty miles have been laid, was nct
deeided upon hastily, but after long
and careful investigation of street
pavements by the mcst competant au-
therities.  xperts visited the citles
in which iy had been lald, the labora-
tory of Warren Drothers Company at
Cambridge, Mass.,, was critically In-
spected, th? method of testing mate-
rials employed in the construction of
the pavement was examined by the
ablegt chemists and when no definlie
defects In thzery er in constructicn
could be feund, the Bitulithie pave-
raent was adopted for the streets cf
2t. Louls,

Rival paving companies brought
sults against the city of St. Louls en
the grcund that they could furnish a
piavement equal in all respacts to
Bitulithic, and expert chemists from
all parts of the country were secured
as witnesses, but not one could be
found among them who claimed that
h2 was able to duplicate the bhitu-
mens that are used in the Bitulithie
construction, Judge Wood, Dbefore
whom the suit was tried, dismissed
the proceedings, saving in his de-
cision that up to the time the ecase
brecught no on® had been able
to preduce the quality of bitumens
called for by the St. Louis speciflea-
tions except the Warren Drothers
Company, and, therefcre, the conten-
tion <f the appellants had not bzen
sugtained. What was true at that
time still remains the truth—no pawv-
ing cements have yet been discover-
ed equal to those produced by thz
Warren Drcthers Company, and as
their process of refining is patented
it cannot be duplicated and all imita-
ticng have proved fallures.

The wisdom of the Board of Pub-
lic Warks of St. Louis in selecting
the Bitulithie pavement was later sus-
tained at the World's Fair by the
Supreme Jury of Awards. In the
Mcdel City at the Falr, samples of
all known pavements were laid, and
as may be supposed, these samples
were the finest that workmanship
could produce. The Jury of Awards
on pavemenlts was made up of men
of world-wide fame for technical
ability, and their verdiet was unani-
mously in favor of the Bitulithie
pavement, as the nearest approach
to the ideal. This verdiet was later
unanimously confirmed by the Supreme
Jury of Awards, and to the Inventors
of the Bitu'ithic Pavement was giv-
en the gold mede’., This was the oniy
award for pavements cf any  elass
made ap the Faiv, and asphalt, wood
block, asphait bloek, and brick, were
ameng the competitors,

At the present time there are two
large plants constantly employed in
the ecity cr St. Louls in order to
complete contracts for Ditulith-
ie which have been awarded this
vear the aggregate of  these econ-
tracts being  over 200,000 square
yvards, Petiticns for  the  DBitalithee
pavement frem property owners
many theusands of yvards more
now pending before the Board of
Public Works.

How well 8t Louis is pleased with
thic pavemsnt may be inferred frum
the follewing letter of Charles Var-
relmann, Street Commissioner of St

Nashville Rcofing and Paving Com-
pany. The committee inspected the
paving that was being laid in Nine-
tzenth Street and were very much
impressed with the process of con-
etructicn, which appealed to them as
one of great durability.

The work frem the solid foundation
of broken stene to the completed fin-
ished pavement was cleszly watched,
and no little surprise was expressed
when the street was thrown open to
traffic as scon as the steam
roller had completzd rolling in the
fine surface stone which is previd-
ed for the purpese of fuinishing a sure
footing for herses in all conditions of
weather, a feature possessed by the
BDitulithic pavement and to be found
in no cther smcoth pavement.

Since the introduction in Birming-
ham, Ala., of the Bitulithic pavement,
many streets have been paved with
this ideal rcadway, which has given
universal satizfacticn to eity officlais
and prop2riy owners allke, the former
being particularly pleased by the fact
that the citizens in general so hear-
tily endorse their selection of Bitu-
lithie.

The construction of th» Bitullthic
pavement ls so common s@nse in its
thecry, and effective in practice, thai
the wender is that it had not been
invented years ago, as road building
has ben a subject to which engineers
since the days of early Rome, have
given profound thought, In a word
the Bitulithie pavement is composed
entirely cf broken stone so sclentifi-
cally arranged that the completed
pavement I3 within eight per cent of
being a block of solid stone. The
feundaticn course ¢f broken stone is
thorcughly rolled en a well prepared
sub-grade  with heavy steam road
reller, the compression being eentin-
ed until thoroughly
cempacted that further eompressicn
is all but impossible.

double purpose of forming a water-
proof seal for the foundaticn stone
prepared bitumen which serves the
and preparing it to receive the wear-
ing surface,

The wearing surface is composed
of finer stcnes, which range In sizes
frcm one inch to fine dust, so accu-
rately proportioned that the voids or
spaces between the lavrger ones are
completely filled by the smaller cnes,
that the whole is practically  solid.

After the preportions of the sizes of
stones have been determin:d by la-
beratery  tests, the mass s treated
with special bitumen in a mechani-
cal mixer until  every particle 1s
coated. This mixture while hot is
hau' 1 to the street and spread to

the required thickness and again roll-
ed until thoroughly compressed. The
surface is then coated with a quick-
drylng bitumincus composition which
renders the pavement absolutely wa-
ter-procf. Upcn this is spread  and
rolled fine stone chips which give
the surface a gritty finish and pro-
vides an Ideal footing for horses,
and makes antomebiling and driving
a pleasure.

Heon. W. M. Drennen, Mayvor of Bir-
mingham, Ala., in a letter to Mr. M.
A. Shields cf Huntsville, Ala., says:

“With reference to Warren's Bitn-
lithic pavement, will say that sever-

al thousand yards of this pavement

officials of Nashville, Tenn.,
the first of any ecity in the
South to recognize the superior mev-
its of the Bitulithle pavement, and
sinee that time  several  thousand
yards of it have laid in that
city. Hon. Jas, M. Head, prominent-

heen

ocratic Committee, was at that time
mayor of Nashville and made a spec-
fal trip north for the purpose of
inspecting street pavements with 2
view to recommending to his city
for adoption the best that was to be
found in the most progressive clties,
All classes cf pavement were given
the closest attention, city officials
were interviewed on the subject and
the cpinions of the most prominent

and able engineers were obtained.
Aflter a  extended tour and close
study, Mr., Head returned to Nash-

The subjeet was referred to the
Engineering Department with the

result that it was decided to give the
Bitulithic pavement a trial under
the most adverse elrcumstances.
Public Square, the most central an:l
mest heavily trafMeked thorougafare,
was paved with Bitulithle, and not-
withstanding the severe test to which
it was subjected the pavement did
not show ihe slightest deterioration
or effect of wear. The success of the
bavement was so pronounced that it
was placed in many other streets,
with everywhere the same satisfac-
tory result,

of their way in responding to fire
alarms, so convinced were they thal
time could bLe saved by using the
Bitulithic streets cn account of the
fact that it gave such secure footing
for the fire horses at their highesl
speed  and because the traction re-
sistunce was so slignt.

We
have had no ecomplaints nor repor's
frem drivers of horses slipping, but
on the other hand they are all well
pleased and say their horses appa-
rently have more confidence when
going over tiae Ditulithle pavement.”

Euch since the introduction
in XNashville of the Bitulithie pave-
ment, thousands of yards of it have
laid and a larze bound issue is
being  considered, the
amount to be devcted to paving the
streets with Bitulihie.
